a second resonator attached to the connection pipe and disposed in the dead space*

the first and second resonators hemg are each disposed within a width equal to the 
width of the air cleaner case.

4. (Original) The intake device of claim 3, wherein the first resonator reduces 
intake sound levels at a frequency range different than the second resonator.

a dead space between the air cleaner case and the carburetor; on inlet opening and 
having a width of th e a ir cl e aner cas e; 

a first resonator attached to the intake pipe; and 

a second resonator attached to the connection pipe and located within the space; 
wherein the first resonator is located at a side of the intake pipe in th e d e ad opaoo 
b e twe e n th e air cl e an e r and an inl e t op e ning and the first and second resonators are each 
disposed within the a width equal to o width of the air cleaner case.
